WHAT OURT EXCHANGES SAY. 



Thb Phovooraitio World 1b stU mnoh taken up 
witb reporting machines, several of which ar Jast 
on the eve of worklnsr wonders and drlvlof? the 
pen and pencil from the court room. Edison not 
to be outdone, is soon to turn his attention to 
perfecting h s f onograf , so It, and an ofice boy to 
turn the crank, wil take the place of the short- 
hand rlrer. Even proprietors ar expected to cary 
one or two around with them to talk their *'hapy 
thots'* Into for preservat on. How soon is to be 
put on the martlet the ideal machine that wil 
render all human aid unnecesary from proprietor 
to scrub, from judge to bailiff Is not vouchsafet 
by any of these Inventors— tho Matt J. Day, of 
Cincinnati, has evidently got hold of a clew to It. 
He says of It in an amusing take off: **It (the 
machine), has a number of comparments repre-. 
sented by Its name, for the performance of the 
varlus operations. When a person wants a re- 
port of any mater, such as a lecture, proceedings 
in court, a sermon or theatrical play, all that is 
necesary for him to do Is to pres the butons 
which hav the varlus names of the work desired 
and forthwith the machine proceeds to busines, 
the report is rlten out, printed, bound and deliv- 
erd at the close, the number of words counted, 
charges stated and coleoted. The machine wil 
also Introduce the speaker, fotograf him and ad 
his autograf to his discours. Its chief merit lies 
in that it wil deliver no copy til all blls ar paid in 
bankable funds. 

John Watson recomends yung rlters who wish 
to gain in speed to talk for themselves to rite 
anything in tne form of words, sense or nonsense 
for an our at a time. Another corespondent rec- 
omends comiting an article of 300 or 400 words to 
memory and ritlng it over and over until wel 
broken in, then another article in like maner. 

A new edition of the bible is being Isued in 
Isaac Pitman fonografy— coresponding style. 

Mr. Munson has Invented a typeseting ma- 
chine, and Its counterpart one for distributing. 

T. C. Rose tels how he trains amanuenses. He 
considers those turned out of a fonograflc scool 
to highly polisht to be useful, so selects two lads 
fresh from hih scool, robust, nervus, quick, ener- 
getic, persevering and with a taHte for reading 
and investigation.

The last quarter, ritlng 
4fter a reader, reading and copying the same, 
copying your notes, practis on the typeriter, each 
two ours; two ours a week are glvn to review- 
ing signwords and principles, to punctuatlon.use 
of capitals, etc., and ofice' routine. This cours 
Is expected to produce amanuensis who can 
copy your notes at the rates of 75 folios a day, 
copy from dictation on a typeriter 125 to 150 
folios a day and take dictation in fonografy 125 
words a minute. 

Browne's Phonoorphio Monthly starts out 
with a long article Wtiose FaiUt or Compensation of 
Stenographerid in which it glvs a number of replies 
to an advertlsment for a shorthand rlter in New 
York. The hlhest salary askt was ten dollars a 
week, while some with experience and old enuf 



to no beter oferd to work for five dollars a week. 
The riter very sensibly concludes that the shorts 
hand riters themselves ar largely to blame for 
their low pay because they put so low a value 
upon their own work. They lose the confidence 
and respect of busines men by ofering their ser- 
vices at les than they ar worth. The first step 
toward obtaining the respect and, apreciation of 
others is to show by your acts and words that 
you entertan those sentiments toward yourself, 
as Mr. Slocum wel says, *'Men who hav good 
work to be done never employ cheap men to do 
It. ^^ 

The American Shorthand Writer. The Met- 
ropolitan Stenografers Asociatlon held Its first 
meeting at No. 32 E. 14th St., New^York, Dec. 24. 
Its aim is: ''To establish itself as a recoimized 
body, and one whose, certificate of capability to 
any stenografer wil be ample guaranty to in- 
tending employers of his desirability; to reap the 
benefits which always acrue from united efort, 
as evinced in nearly all other branches of indus- 
try and art; to establish and maintain, as far as 
is practicable, a fair scale of salaris for compe- 
tent stenografers; to advance and protect the 
proteslonal Interests of members of the craft; to 
aid Its members «n obtaining situations; and to 
develop ultimately into a mutual benefit asocia- 
tlon." Practis clases to be establutht and a li- 
brary started. About sixty stenografers atended 
and enroled their names as members, electing 
Chas. D. Orth, prs't.; H. Col well, vice-pres't.; L. 
O. McDaniel, sec'y.; J. W. English, treas. 

A reporter named Strassner, employed in the 
Fifth Dlst. Court, New York, to keep his place, 
is said to hav givn the judge $1,200 a year out of 
a $2,000 salary, and to hav got **the bounce'* 
when he failed to make his payments. 

Another reporter, O'Connor, of the Sixth Dlst. 
Court, suposed he loand his judge about $3,000 In 
like maner, got boimcet when he tried to realize 
on his judicial deposits, and has begun suit to re- 
cover. 

A typeriter for the blind has been patented by 
W. H. Perkins, Owensboro, Ky. 

A literary man In Phlladelfia under contract to- 
furnish a book of 36,000 words, prepared himself, 
went to a typeriter copyist and dictated the 
entire mater in about twenty ours,*leavine the 
ofice each day with the completed work In hand, 
at a cost of four cents per hundred words. * 

A duplicating typeriter has been patented by 
Dr. F. D. Worrall, of Washington, D. C. It is 
suposed to be adapted to the purposes of the 
Asociated Pres, as "any number" of copls may 
be made at one time. It is said to be complicat- 
ed, costly and not adapted to corespondence. 



A HINT TO TEACHERS. 



A corespondent speaking of the maner 
in which a fonografic teacher of one of 
our Western States bilds up his scool says: 
"This gentleman is introducing the art in 
this way." He first visits a scool board 
and gets permision to select out of the 
scool six pupils who wud like to take 
shorthand. He then agrees to giv this 
member twenty leans free, after which he 
givs twenty lesns for five dollars, one 
lesn each week. A teacher is apointed to 
instruct them who is only one lesn in ad- 
vance of the clas. At the end of this time, 
which is about a year, they ar redy to go 
to the city to finish. This is the way he 
has secured his students.

I have no 
tmbl in taking notes and can read them without 
any hesitation. Mr. Traer is a rather fast talker 
and I have to ''hump along" to keep up, but I 
manage to do so. I like St. Paul first rate and I 

ges it likes me, as I am in first olas helth. There 
\ a yung chap rooming next door to me who is 
studying or rather crawling thru Munson's sys- 
tem ot shorthand, he has spent a fortune in 
charts, books and pamflets and been leming it 
for the last ten montlis and can*t write ten words 
yet; I told him about my system and how long I 
had been learning it, and it made him so mad 
that he thretend to kick me out of the room. 

Mb. J. R. Bbbby, of San Diego, Cal., 
says: 

I find shorthand a very great asistance in re- 
porting for a daily paper. With it I am able to 
"scoop'* my felo editors in a great manys ways. 
t can get so much more exact reports of what is 
said and done at meetings, geting the gist, or if 
need be, the whole of the speeches that may be 
made. Sometimes I hav succeeded in geting 
speeches at meetings of oficial bodis, that they 
didn't want me to get, but which made mihty in- 
teresting reading when printed. 

Mb. Wm. Hendbioks who recently bot a 
new Hammond Typewriter says of it: 

I wil not claim that the Hammond is strictly 
perfection, but I believe that it eclipses any oth- 
er machine. The instant change of type is an 
important item. The alignment is perfect. The 
lines can be placet to suit the operator. The 
clockmotlon hamer stroke is a great improve- 
ment over any other machine. The tuch upon 
the keys is much lihter and softer than that of 
the old machines— strikingly shown by operating 
each for an our or two alternately. From my 
experience so far, I am of the opinion that the 
Hammond can be operated at a hiher rate of 
speed than other machines, and do beter work. 
The circular shape of the keyboard, the soaterd 
position of the leters and the shifting for capitals 
and figures ar bewildering at first to a beginer, 
but expertnes comes thru study and praotiioe. 
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Bey. G. W. Steabms, Hadley, Mass., tels 
how Takigrafy stands the test of practical 
work for years: 

Let me ad one word about the system which 
we enjoy so muoh. I began hopefnly with Ben 
Pitman lemd to rite and read that system 
about as fast as longhand, and gave it up with 
reluctance. The returns were meager consider- 
ing the investment of time and efgrt. Bather 
skepticaly I tried once more with Takigrafy, and 
for eleven years I tiav experienced the hapy re- 
lief which none but Takigrafers no. I hav ritn 
Takigrafy almost constantly for acounts, let^rs, 
sermons and all other sorts of riting. I rite 
everything in it except for "ignorant" readers. 
For fi^e years I have used it as a clergyman, and 
never rote a sermon in longaand except a few 
for criticism in the Theological scool. I now use 
Takigrafy exclusivly for sermons^ and in the 
pulpit hav no embarasment in reading.

Mb. James D. Hall, Washington, D. C, 

says: 

I hav been riting Tkkigraf y for some time and 
can truly say that I like it very much indeed. If 
I cud hav been disouraged, I shud hav been long 
ago by parties here who seem to think evry 
svstem but their own is a humbug. I for one 
shal stick to Takigrafy, and you can certinly 
count upon me as a suporter of it acording to the 
fulest extent of- my means. I want to become a 
teacher first, and hope thereby to obtain the 
means to be become establisht in the profesion, 
for I think there wil always be a demand for 
riters of the art. 

Mr. Hall rites a very good hand for his 
ten weeks study. It speaks wel for him as 
wel as for Mr. Cooper's care and thorones 
in teaching. We ar glad to make a record 
of such men who hav confidence enuf to 
rely upon their own good judgment and 
sense and "stick to Takigrafy" in spite of 
the prejudicet croakers, who are chiefly 
conspicuus for what they "don't no" and 
"never herd" in regard to it. 

Mb. C. E. Simmons, of Utica, N. Y., saysj 

After the holidays I expect several more scol- 
ars two Munson riters and one Graham. Tiie 
new method of teaching tels strongly in favor of 
Takigrafy. I mean to push Takigrafy very 
lively. 

It seems to me the first twenty-two Lesns 
cary a pupil much farther than the Simple Style 
proper. Do you hav the first twenty two Lesons 
in a separate volume? or must I get the whole 
book even if a pupil only wants to go as far as 
the Simple Style? 

The purpose of The Amanuensis should 
not be misunderstood. It is distinctly 
stated on its title and elsewhere, that it is 
devised "for the purpose of teaching a cor- 
ect, rapid and legibl style of riting for 
amanuensis and reporting purposes." 

It was more an incident than from de- 
sign that the first twenty-two Lesns ilus- 
trate the principles of the Simple Style so 
fuly. There are a large clas of words of 
one, two and three consonants, most of 
which must be vocalized to make them de- 



flnit even in a reporting style. These ar 
given in these twenty-two Lesns. Those 
who do not care to rite more than 100 to 
120 words per mitinte, do not need to take 
up the style taut in The Amanuensis^ but 
wil do beter with the style taut in The Man- 
nal, tho the first twenty-two Amanuensis 
Lesns may be uzed as an adjunct for 
the purpose of having good forms for 
words and a wel selected and aranged vo- 
cabulary upon which to practice both read- 
ing and riting. Such students may uze 
the longer forms for the words givn at 
the botom of each Lesn so far as they 
find it to their interest*to do, and rite the 
words in Nos. 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 Lesn 15; Nos. 
3, 4, 5, 6, 7 Lesn 17; Nos. 6, 7, 8, 9 Lesn 
18 and No. 5 of Lesn 22, in the fuler and 
simpler form, and in the later Lesns join 
the vowels in the outlines of the words 
more generaly than is done in The Aman- 
uensis. 

Rev, J. H. Shebman, of Talland, Conn., 
rites: 

My plan of practis is this: I take for instance 
a hym, long meter prieferd, rite one stanza, then 
look over the word-forms and try to beter the 
doubtful ones. I chocs the most valuable out- 
lines and rite them over several times. I then rite 
the stanza over again. I don't no as this Is the 
best way to gain speed but it is more interesting 
to practis in this way. One great advantage of 
Takigrafy to me is that it is just the thing to put 
my thots on paper with. Every thot has its 
sign. The spellng of the words in the old long- 
hand riting with me breaks the curent of thot. 
With Takigrafy I can beter keep up with my 
thots. 

If I were a milionalr and wisht to invest money 
to bles my felo men, aside from giving It to 
spredthe gospel I do not bellev $100,000 Wud 
do more good in any other way than it wud do 
if put into the spred of Takigrafy. 

Mb. Geo. M. Finch, Lockport, 111., asks: 

Wil you pleas let me no your opinion of the 

keyboard advertized for beginers pn the type- 

rlter. Do you think a person can lern as wel 

on it as a typerlter? 

We do not consider the device of any 
practical value. We wud as soon expect 
to lern music on the keyboard of a dumy 
organ — or to swin without going near the 
water. Any one who. expects to lern to 
operate a machine must get a whole ma- 
chine to opei^ate upon. 

Mb. WiiiBUB O. Coopeb, of Meriden, 
Conn., one of the oldest and best of the 
riters and teachers of Takigrafy says in a 
recent leter : 

I am very much pleased with The Amanuensis^ 
and consider it the best thing yet publisht for 
those who wish to fit themselvs for practical re- 
porting in the shortest poslble time. 

Mb. T. J. Lawbenoe, Syracuse, O., says: 
I comenst the study of Pitman's system, but 
found It too hard to lern.

■their weak points to inquirers, and show 
wherein your system and methods ar su- 
perior. If your competitors make a good 
point or have anything in tbeir favor, 
cheerfuly admit it. You lose nothing, but, 
on the contrary, gain much by fairnes, 
candor and onesty. If you make com- 
parisons, make onest ones; but rely most 
upon bringing out the good points of your 
own system and methods and keeping 
them constantly before the one you ar 
talking to. See that what you hav is the 
best and win people by the excelence of 
what you hav, rather than by the imper- 
fections of others. You wil thereby win 
the esteem of even your oponents. 

Discus methods of teaching, 'etc., with 
others as ofn as may be, and in that way 
broaden your own ground with new ideas. 
No one person sees or nos it all. You wil 
probably get as much as you giv, and the 
criticism of your methods by others wil 
be valuable to you. There is nothing quite 
so good for us once in awhile as ^^seeing 
ourselvs as others see us." 

Do not promise more than you can cary 
out. Be moderate and absolutely truthful 
in all your claims. Let your pupils say of 
you that you more than fulfild your prom- 
eses. You can have no stronger comen- 
dation. This is the only way to bild up a 
permanent and prosperus busines. Noth- 
ing wil so shake the confidence in you of 
sensible peopl as extravagant promises 
and statements. These ar the wel non 
resort of quacks in any pursuit; — their 
principle stock in trade. 

Do so wel by those you teach that they 
wil recomend or bring to you evry inquir- 
er. In this way you wil soon hav a large 
number of the very best standing advertis- 
ments; those who talk and compel peo- 
pel to listen. 

Let "every body and their frends" no 
who you ar, where you ar and what you ar 
redy and wiling to do for them. Get them 
to come and see you, or go and see them. 
There is nothing equal to a personal inter- 
view to clinch maters Many a person who 
wud say no on paper wil say yes to you 
personaly.

AMONG OUR LETERS. 



Mb. Geo. Habbis, of Gloucester, Eng- 
land, who is introducing Takigrafy in that 
cuntry, says: 

As regards Mr. Pitman, I wish he wud make 
mention of Takigrafy in his paper, but this he 
wil not do, nor yet advertise it; for he refuses an 
advertisement about Takigrafy, His paper is a 
one-sided afair.

Mr. Pitman renderd a great service and 
one which wil make him f amus thru all 
time — to the English speaking people, in 
bringing out so strongly the fonetic rep- 
resentation of the language; but as all 
eforts ar at first crude, so must Mr. Pit- 
man^s. rude efort at clothing his idea be 
suplanted by the later and more perfect 
device, Takigrafy. It claims the prefer- 
ence solely on the ground of being beter in 
evry way. It demands onest investigation 
and confidently rests its case upon its in- 
herent merits. Its judges in England wil 



be as they hav been and ar in the United 
States — the inteligent mases who think, 
judge and act for themselves; and any 
atemt to force upon them a prejudicet de- 
cision wil be resented as it properly shad 
be. 

Mb. W. S. Hampton, of Harbor Springs, 
Mich., says in a recent leter: 

I hav no dout you wil think I hav entirely givn 
up Takigrafy, but such is not the case however. 
Like the boy who saw a chance to get an advan- 
tage of his oponent in a resling maoh, I hav "only 
let go to get a new hold." I hav been serching 
thru numerous workfi to see if there was any- 
thing that I cud find which wud be beter for my 
purpose than Takigrafy, being led to do so by 
the very positiv asurances of an old frend that I 
wud be unable tause Takigrafy in verbatim re- 
porting.

In the March Atlantic, speaking of the 
efect of the presence of the reporter at the 
diner party, Oliver Wendell Holmes, says: 

"Since the reporter has taken the place of the 
skeleton at the banqaet— and be is a far more ter- 
ibl gest— the whole caracter of such ocasions is 
alterd. As he enters the banquet hall, its i?ar- 
lands fade, its lihts bum dim, its f?lases lose tlieir 
gliter, its feasters sit with rlnkled brows and 
anxius expresions, waiting: until their time shal 
come. The reveler is presently to become the 
speaker. If he drops the rong word, it wil be 
caut up and mouthdover by thousands of rejoic- 
ing enemis as they read it in the paper of the 
next morning. If he tuches a tender nerve of 
pabllc sentiment a litl carelesly, such a cry wil 
go up as if a thousand Cyclops were having their 
eyes put out by the burning brand of Ulysses. 
Let no man think that becaus he is speaking m 
the freedom of convivial interconrs, before a 
limited circle of frends, he is talking under any 
roof but the sky, or within any walls but those 
of the boundles horizon.'* 

If these ar the emotions which haro the 
bosom of the diner party, what may be 
said of those which pres upon the report- 
er? His invitation to the banquet is for 
the our at which the feasting ends. For 
him no glases g;liter,no garlands bloom, but 
the anxius expresion and the rinkled brow 
are all his own; for presently the spe.ak- 
ing is to begin, and he must capture the 
glowing period, must chase the soaring 
burst of eloquence, and pin them to the 
note-book. There is the man who has care- 
fuly prepared his speech beforehand and 
nos it by hart; and the reporter nos that 
if he mises a frase, if he turns a sentence, 
the man wil denounce him on the moro as 
an uneducated and incompetent vilain. 
There is the man who relies upon the in- 
spiration of the moment, who halts, who 
stumbles, ^ho repeats, and with his speech 
reported as deliverd wud probably sue for 
libel. The reporter nos he must catch the 
idea, the inspiration if there is any, and 
out of the mangled fragments construct 
the perfect speech. 

But if these ar bad, what of the man who 
introduces poetry into his remarks, or 
closes his peroration with a quotation, 
from some unnon poetical author ? Bad, 



worse, worst! Supose it is blank vers. 
Who nos where the lines end? Who nos 
. where they begin ? Not the reporter. He 
mist the begining of the quotation, for he 
was a litl behind; and how can he hich it 
on?' He oanot just make out this hiero- 
glif ; in prose another word wud do as wel; 
but not in poetry. Who was the quotation 
from? Perhaps it was original. Shal he 
ask what it was? — and thus expose his 
weaknes. No; in fear and trembling he 
wil run the risk and let the poet like it or 
not. Caveat Poet, when the reporter 
is abroad.

fONOGRFY IN PHILADELFIA. 



An audlen<}e of twenty-five persons asembld In 
the lecture room of the Franklin Institute on 
February 34th, to hear Prof. Robt. Douglas speak 
on fonografy. Eighty years ago the Profesor 
was bom In Africa, and thirty-five years ago ht 
Is alegd to hav lemd shorthand. He producet 
a formidable looking paper and preceded to read 
his lecture, but the iltlng being dlficult to read, 
and fonografy at best being a dry subject, he dl- 
grest a trifle and gave some of his experiences In 
the daguerotpye buslnes. When these failed him 
he farther embellsht the lecture by reciting a 
poem In French and one In Spanish. It being 
near Washington's Birthday, he deliverd a few 
patriotic sentiments on that subject. What the 
object of the lecture was, nobody, not even the 
lecturer, seemd to no; but as It Is the only lec- 
ture on fonografy that has been glvn here this 
seasn, it wud seem to be worthy of notice. 

Certinly it is worthy of notice, and why 
so able a lecture on so important a theme, 
before so distinguisht an audience, and in 
so public a place, in one of the chief citis 
of the cuntry, containing a publication on 
this same subject, shud escape the many 
briht and eager eyes of our "we nev«r 
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sleep" fonografio E. Cs. is past our grasp. 
Out of feelings of delicate consideration 
for our sensitiv brethren of the f onografic 
pres, we hav delayd publication of this 
juicy morsel for one or two months to giv 
them a chance, but they don't seem to "catch 
on," so The Shobthand Wbiteb tenderly 
sets them riht with its litl "scoop."

WHAT OUR EXCHANGES SAY. 



The Enliohteneb in a wel ritn article 
on Requisits to SiLCces says : A stenograf er 
shud hav reserv speed enuf to enable him 
to do his first trial work without feeling 
embarast — so as to feel that confidence in 
himself which wil cary him over this criti- 
cal time and enable him to come out win- 
er — equaly necesary the ability to read 
redily what hafe been ritn, and in transcrib- 
ing be able to trim up and put in good 
shape any slips, bad gramar, repetitions, 
etc., of the dictator or speaker — advises 
amanuenses to lern their dictator's peculi- 
aritis of capitalizing and punctuation, 
and conform to them; emfasizes the neces- 
ity of seeing but not saying things — of 
pitching in and doing what is to be done 
irespectiv of whether or not it is in his 
peculiar line of work. This is the way to 
make yourself indispensable, if that point 
is ever reacht, to your employer and most 
surely lay the foundation of your own suc- 
ces. 

Stenogbpht: Says in Boston the vast 
majority of shorthand amanuenses and 
corespondents think themselvs fortunate 
to receiv a stipend ranging from six to 
twelv dolars a week and think the blame 
rests with: Ist. The number of half- 
trained incompetents ready to work at any 
price. 2nd. Wilingnes of beginers to 
work for litl or nothing (probably all they 
earn), to get experience. 3rd. The idea 
of many employers that a stenografer is a 
luxury rather than, a necesity, and 4th., 
lack of organization and co-operation 
among riters. 

The Civil Servjis Comision for examina- 
tion of shorthand riters and typeriter oper- 
ators held a sesion at the post ofis recently. 
Sixteen aplicants apeard for examination, 
the prize being to be put upon a list from 
which six months trial clerks ar selected for 
$900 places in government employ at Wash- 
ington. If satisfactory at the end of six 
months they get a permanent place, and 
can go thru another examination mil for 
hiher paid places. 



The first exercise was copying from dic- 
tation to test speling and punctuation. 
Next plain copying to test handriting, 
then questions in arithmetic. After that a 
leter ritn on a givn subject to test powers . 
of composition, plain copying on type- 
riter, and questions on use and care of 
machine, closing with a test of speed in 
shorthand. One must rate sixty -five per 
cent, to be put on the coveted list. 

Takes The Phonographic World to task 
for calling H. M. Pernin, of Detroit, 
Duployan fame Mr. — says the rong gender 
is used, and tho claiming to no all about 
it leavs us in the dark as to whether Miss 
or Mrs. is the proper handle. It advises 
the P. W. "to look up the facts" and avoid 
blunders. We believ Mr. Miner is a marid 
man, in which case he may hav the -advan- 
tage of his Boston cotemporary in know- 
ing that an atemt "to look up the facts" in 
such a case wud be one of the most dis- 
astrus blunders he cud comit. 

Prints an article calling for a voweld 
fonografy, te, in which the vowels may be 
joined and so avoid the position dificulty. 
Says the present "skeleton systems" delib- 
erately ignore thirty-seven per cent, of the 
sounds and ar obliged to resort to all sorts 
of schemes to rite words and abreviations 
entirely made up of vowels. Slyly hintg 
that when Munson and Graham each rep- 
resent seven words by the letr T, what is 
realy ment becomes a trifle vague. The 
riter seems to think vowels shud be ful 
length letrs so they may be halved, dubld, 
etc. We wud suggest to him that he not 
only examin Takigbaft, but study it til 
he gets at the filosof y of its construction. 
It wud be dificult, if not imposible, to get 
ful length simple signs for the forty- 
one or two sounds, and ' to compound 
them for this purpose wud be a serius 
drawback if not work ruin to the 
practicability of the system. By having 
vowels and consonants of dif erent size, 
as in Takigbafy, all confusion as between 
the clases of letrs is avoided, simple signs 
ar secured, and it is found that in use the 
making alternately of large and small 
letrs is a natural and easy thing to do, the 
same as in longhand riting; it breaks up 
the monotony of the movement. The use of 
joind vowels in even very rapid riting is 
not dificult, especialy initial ^nd final 
ones, and in many places their in- 
troduction changes what wud be a bad 
angle between consonants to an easy one, 
and of cours makes the reading plainer. 

The Cosmopolitan Shobthandeb givs 
The Bookmart a smart and deservd rap 
over the nuckls for its sneers at fonetio or 
simplified speling. Our E. C. shud re- 
member that The Bookmart is publisht in 
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a smoky vilage and spends so mnch of its 
time poring oyer old books t hat when its 
eyes oocasionly wander from the mnsty 
page to the briht, quick, rnshing life out- 
side, it gasps for fear the rush is toward 
destruction instead of construction on a 
firm and defensibl basis.

Suggests that typeriter operators can 
improve their fingering as piano players 
ar said to sometimes do, by haviiig the 
tendon cut which hampers the movement 
of the third finger. 

Has I a good word to say for the The 
Female Reporter, who if not prety is grity 
and brainy, and can rite up cooking scool 
clambakes, woman^s riht gatherings and 
woman's banking schemes in a way to 
turn her mascuUne calaborers green with 
envy, and then her wholesome precept and 
example is suposed to keep the ^^boys"< 
strait, and wil eventualy hav the efect of 
producing a paper that one wil not be 
afraid to read out loud for the first time in 
a mixt asembly. 

The Phonoo^aphio Wobld comes out in 
new spick span, clean cut, fine figurd and 
in all ways an elegantly fiting dres. How 
nice you look! 

It has ponderd over the question whether 
a charge shud be made students for direct- 
ing them to positions, and with an onorable 
self-denial thinks no charge shud be made, 
and has furnisht and opend a free, ''Book 
of Registry*' to be fild by needy stono's in 
search of sits, and wherein may be record- 
ed their virtues and acomplishments, to be 
consulted by employers in search of suit- 
able help. 

It asks for names of scool teachets that 
do not make charges of this kind. We 
wil say that tho having taut for nearly 
twenty years, and aided many in geting 
places, we hav never charged or receivd a 
cent for simply saying to a riter, whether 
students of ours or not, riter of Takigrafy, 
fonograf or stenografy — there's a good 
place for you, go and fil it creditably, and 
when you see a similar place, pay the det 
by directing some deserving person to it. 

A corespondent recomends as the best 
substitute for the reading or dictation of 
another, that the pupil read for himself, 
riting at the same time without looking at 
his hand, but governing it as wel as posible 
in its movements by the sense of feeling. He 
dosen't recomend trying to read riting dun 
in this way. 

Ilustrates Mr. Slocum's riting machine, 
which has the general apearance of a Rem- 
ington or Caligraf, and enumerates its 
good qualltis thus: 

Ist. Rapidity and ease of action.

Our first impresion is 
that it is vety complicated, wud require an 
imens amount of practis to enable one to 
use it with facility and acuracy, and that 
the use of these leters and combinations 
for numbers wil ^d much to the difficulty 
of reading. We prefer the plain easily 
made figures with which all ar familiar, 
and the use of which is a help rather than 
dificulty in reading. 

The Fonetio HsBAiiD always givs its 
conservativ readers some nuts to crack.

Enthusiasm, promises of 
suport and the receit of a few subscriptions 
may get out the first one or two numbers; 
but the times about dog days, when you ar 
expected to get out just as good an isue 
with no receits of cash or contributions ar 
what wil try your metl. 

The Enlighteneb, an eight page, wel 
goten up sheet, published at $1.00 a year 
by Mr. I. Cuvellier, La Crosse, Wis., for 
The Sphynx, an organization of practical 
stenografers, is more modest, seems in- 
clined to feel its way arid liv if it gets prop- 
er suport. 

We dont wish il of any of these new as- 
pirants, but we are sure of one thing; if 
they would contribute the same amount of 
energy and funds to some establisht jurnal, 
it wud be a much wiser cours. The same 
ef ort now scaterd upon a half score of 
bantlings wud bild up one strong f onograf- 
ic jurnal which wud give all a fair show; 
but so long as each sect of riters value 
their peculiar ism of book or position more 
than the general good we supose divide 
and get lickt wil ba the cours pursued.

The author intends it to be uzed on a typeri^r, 
and to enable a riter to reach a speed of 120 to 
180 words a minute. 

The trubl in the way of adopting a device of 
this kind is that it takes about as long and dili- 
gent practice to lern as shorthand, must be trans- 
cribed to make it inteligible, and usin^ as it does 
In a diferent way the leters already having a cer- 
tain value in the Titer's miod so much confusion 
is raisd that there is constant hesitation and the 
mind must be kept constantly on the watch to 
avoid mixing the two. Such a thing as mechani- 
cal riting, which must be the proces in order to 
get the hihst speed, is imposible for one who is 
one our using the caracters to represent one set 
of values and the next our a diferent set. The 
diference between shoithand and longhand is so 
great in.speling, form of letrs, etc., that there is 
no confusion. Another dificulty in the use of 
stenotyplng is that the user is only half of the 
outfit. In order to be a notetaker he must lug 
about a ponderus machine, and must beg the in- 
dulgence of the speaker while he takes out a fu) 
sheet and puts in a blank one.

Let no further important change be introduoet 
into the style until by repeated experiments by 
many it is found what is the best that can be 
done with these signs or elemental caracters. 

"Onor to whom onor." , You hav made 
practicable growing six blades of gras in place 
of one. 

Mb. E. p. Goodbioh, Tpsilanti, Mich., 
says: 

I want to hear Mr. Gaylord's experiences. 
These ar the most interesting things that apear 
in the magazine— the personal experiences of 
riters and the opinions based thereon. I want 
to no "the word forms that hav stood the test of 
the severest work." In regard to fraze signs, 
if Mr. Gaylord means that he uses very few con- 
tracted or abreviated fraze signs, I agree with 
him. I do not believ in them except tovfremimt' 
ly recuHng f razes, but I make a great many f razes 
in the sense of riting words together. I think 
Takigrafy has a wonderful facility in that respect, 
and it does not interfere with legibility at all. 

I want to emfasize also that a short form is not 
necesarily a quicker form to rite, especialy in rit- 
ing words together, where it is ofn betr to put 
in a long caracter and join words together than 
to separate them and use shorter forms. It takes 
more time to lift the pen from the paper than it 
does to keep it on and do more riting. 

Also may, I say that I believe in riting vowels a 
great deal rather than trusting so much to con- 
sonant outlines as fonografers are obliged to do. 
At the same time this greatly prjomotes legibihty. 

I rote 216 words in a minute the other day at a 
time test. 

Mb. R. S. Sandbbs, of Bruin, Pa., who 
has been strugling with one of the inferior 
systems of shorthand says in a recent leter c 

I hav been examining your book, the more I 
look at it the betr I like it. My noledg of another 
system enables me to read yours without much 
truble. The system I hav been studying is a litl 
shorter than yours, but not as legible. It is a 
question if the absence of position in yours wil 
not more than counterbalance the aditional 
length, it seems to me that going from one posi- 
tion to another takes fuly one-third of the time.

A. Dayis had examined this property 
.along with other properties wMoh the 
Travelers had agreed, if his report was fa- 
vorable, they would take bonds on to cer- 
tain amonnts. There was no reason why 
snch assurances, conveyed m6re or less di- 
rectly by Mr. Davis and particularly his 
men, ooiUd not be relied npon. 

Q. Was Mr. William B. Clark, one of 
the directors of the Company, consulted 
about these matters f 

A. Yes sir, he was consulted of course 
with regard to placing the bonds. 

Q. Were there any conversations with 
him about the Travelers taking bonds in 
this enterprise? 

A. More oi less conversations with him. 
I understood irom him that the Travelers 
wouldn't let us fail to place the bonds. 
Later, while there seemed to be for some • 
reason considerable hesitation about taking 
any considerable quantity of the bonds, 
the idea conveyed to us was that the stock- 
holders and parties directly interested, 
must take still further effort to place more 
of the bonds and not rely so wholly upon 
the Travelers taking a large quantity. 

Q. Was Mr. WiUiam A. B^ker, also con- 
sulted about these matters ? A. Yes, sir 

• Q. Where and how did these conferen- 
ces with reference to these bonds take 
place? 

A. They took place in the Travelers In- 
surance Company's building, in the pri- 
vate office. 

. Q. 'And these conversations with these 
parties took place at this office you have 
named in the Traveler's Insurance Com- 
pany's building? 

A. Generally there. That was head- 
quarters. The contracts and memoranda 
and all the papers connected with the 
business of this Canal Company were pre- 
pared in the Traveler's office and under 
the supervision of Mr. Bronk, who wag^ 
their office attorney, and the papers were 
made by the employees of the Travelers 
and wholly, as I understand, without com- 
pensation to them. 

Q. That is, the Traveler's employees 
were used for jbhe benefit of this company 
indiscriminately in making the papers, the 
same as if it were the real business of the 
Travelers Insurance Company, transacted 
in their office and by their clerks?

It is proposed to hold an International 
Congress of Shorthand riters of all systems 
in the fall of 1887, in onr of the jubilee of 
fonografy, which was invented in 1837, 
Bud of the three hundredth aniversary of 
the invention of the erliest English ShortT 
hand, that of Dr. Timothy Bright, which 
was publisht in 1588, ritn doutles a year 
or more erlier. Preparations hav alredy 
been comenst in England for this celebra- 
tion which was proposed in a meeting of 
the Shorthand Society March 3rd by'Dr 
Westby Gibson. A comite has been ap- 
pointed consisting of thirty persons of 
which Thomas Allen Reed, is Chairman. 
The authors of varius systems ar on this 

comite, and as it has power to ad to its 
numbers, the authors of other systems wil 
doutles find a place as the work proceeds. 
Shorthand riters in this country wil dout- 
les take an interest in this celebration, and 
Takigrafers may properly join in the 
movement, for we o very much to fonog- 
rafy which furnished the foundation for 
the system we cultivate. 

There is another coincidence in dates 
which makes next year a fiting time for a 
celebration by Takigrafers. The Taki- 
grafic Abfabet was first publisht in 1862, 
and the teaching of the system comenct in 
that year; so next year wil be the twenty- 
fifth aniversary of the invention of Takig- 
rafy.

For a single minutes dash 
thev hav rltn from Hart^s Retoric, frum text- 
books on Navif^ation and Astronomy, from His- 
tory and from other such works, within the past 
week or two, the foloing records: 208, 284, 217, 
234, 212, 287, 284, and once 244, and 247. It takes 
my breth to read fast enuf to tax their skil and 
s pee d. 

Their names and adreses ar: Miss Ella Sher- 
man, Manchester, Iowa, and Miss Kittle Higgins, 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

Mb. J. B. Pbice, teacher of Takigrafy 
in the Metropolitan Busines Goleg, Chica- 
go, rites: 

We hav students in all the diferent fields of 
shorthand work,and we hear nothiug but prais 
of the system.

H. Babbit, a former teacher of 
Takigraf y, graduated at Phillip's Academy 
three years ago; and is about to graduate 
at Haryard Uniyersity, after which he pro- 
poses a three years cours in Germany.

Miss L. A. Shadfobd, Ann Arbor, Mich, 
rites that a nember of riters haye united in 
forming a speed clas which meets twice a 
week for practis, discusions, etc. A good 
plan for others to folo. 

Mb. Chas. Pitman, Trenton, N. J., asks 
if our pupils practis on the words as print- 
ed in The Amanuensis^ or if they drop some 
of the yowels, and says he has adopted a 
rule like this: 

''Practis on the outlines, droping all disjoind 
yowels. Drop no yowels which wud require a 
change of consonant outline, but drop all others 
not absolutely neoesary to distinguish words. 
Am I rite about this? 

I haye hot a metronome and am trying to work 
up to the required speed. I use it in this way: I 
set it at a rate a litl beyond my speed, then take 
one word and rite it acres the page, trying to 
keep up with the metronome and so on one word 
after another. After riting the lesson oyer sey- 
eral times in this way I get some one to read it 
to me. I find I can gain considerable in this way 

Paragraf 42, General Directions in The 
Amanuensis^ giys oui anser about riting yow- 
els. It is beter to er in riting more than Us 
than necesary. Drop vowels only when you 
see from practice that you can safely do 
so first the disjoind ones, next the unimport- 
ant unaccented ones. .In many very frequent 
words the accented yoweles may be dropt 
when the consonant outline has become 
familiar. Final yowels may be dropt in some 
words, but most riters wil find it much 
beter to rite the inital and final vowels. 
They giv a oertanity to the reading that 
nothing els can. An initial vowel starts you 
into the word riht ho you need not hesitate 
as to whether the word is posed or oposed, 
praised or apraised, found or of end, etc. 



Geo Habbis, Gloucester, England, 
says:

Mb. a. W. GiiiiiETTE, of Denver,Gol., upon 

furnishing the page of his notes for repro- 

duction,and which appear on another page, 
says: 

Enclosed I hand you a leaf cut from my report- 
ing book and containing a section of testimony 
just as taken in court, together with a ritn 
transcript of the same. If you care to publish it 
in Tub Shorthand WBirER, can't you print a 
f ac-simlle, imperfections and all, ana not print a 
perfect, engrayed copy as was done in the case 
of the notes furnisht by Mr. Goodrich. 

At present am using for law reporting, a book 
made to order, of 200 pages 6 1-4x8 inches in size 
and ruled one-half inch from the left margin 
They are bound in manila covers on which I keep 
an index of the cases reported with the names of 
the witneses and the pages included in the testi- 
mony of each. By begining the questions at 
the left margin of the page, outside the ruled 
line, and separating the answer from the ques- 
tion by a little cross, like that emploped in Pit- 
man's system for the period, I have no trouble in 
redily finding the place. All questions, remarks 
of counsel, rulings af the court, etc., ar ritn 
about an inch from the ruled line on the left and 
so catch the eye as distinguisht from the run of 
question and answer without the awkward use 
of three marginal lines and the coresponding los 
of space as nustrated by a leaf from Mr. Good- 
rich's note book in the Aui^ust number. This 
economjr in paper and space is no small item for 
the consideration of a court reporter in danger of 
being over whelmd by the accumulation of note 
books year after year. 

Of course diferent reporters incline naturaly to 
diferent methods of doing their work. In the 
mater of the arangement of ones notes, for those 
reporters who seek compactnes, condensation 
and neatnes of apearance, I consider the plan 
folod by Mr. Flowers, Mr. Nichols, Mr. Irland 
and other Detroit reporters, as the best. They 
uze singl sheets of paper, 7x8 1-2 inches in size, 
ruled a litl more than an inch from the left, and 
about half an inch from the riht margin and with 
a wide margin at the top. The questions, an- 
swers, rulings, etc., ar riten continuously, as in a 
printed page, wltbm the marginal lines, with no 
separation other than an oblique period (dash), 
and when one page is fild the leaf is turned and 
the other side riten upon so that when bound the 
leaves turn as in an ordinary book, not opening 
at the end. By practice Mr. Flower's and Mr. 
Irland have reducet their notes to such a mic- 
roscopic size that twelye or fiften minutes con- 
tinus riting fils only one page, and they have ab- 
solutely no inconvenience in finding the place or 
in reading anything calld for. At the close of 
each case the notes of the testimony ar tied to- 
gether thru eyelet holes and at the end of the 
term of court the notes of the diferent cases 
tried at that term are put together in their con- 
secutive order, indext and Dound in lether. A 
row of fifteen or twenty volumes of such notes, 
shown me last July by my frend, Mr. Irland, 
covering a period of about fifteen years of re- 
porting in the Superior Court of Detroit, is the 
neatest lot of shortnand riting I hav ever seen.

Says inexperiencet stenografers ar abso- 
lutely worthies to an activ busines man for 
two or three months. And yet, we believ 
the editor has a scool. Is it not posibl for 
him to turn out a betr workman or woman ? 
A pupil shud be so thoroly drild in scool 
that he wil need to be taut in any ofice he 
goes into only the special details of the of- 
ice, which shud be acquired in a few ours, 
insted of weeks or months. Economy of 
material and time, and care of implements 
shud be insisted on in scool, if the puppl 
has not these habits already formd, and 
so save the giving of this disagreeabl lesn 
by the employer, and very likely save the 
ypng riter's discharge. A pupil shud not 
only be taut what to do and how to do it, 
but what not to do, as wel. 

The Amebioan Shobthand Wbiteb has a 
comunication from W. B. Wright which 
claims that the riting of shorthand is in no 
sense a profesion. It is wel to drift out of 
a clas when Prof. Jno. L. Sullivan drifts in.

On page 40 its 
editor has done some erly spring planting, 
in the shape of a " Simplified Phonography" 
alfabet, the consonants of which, for the 
most part, are the same as the Pitman. But 
his peculiar idea of simplicity wil be betr 
apreciated when it is non that he provides 
in his alfabet simple letrs for kt, rm, x, mp, 
and 7n&„ and six diferent signs for s and z, 
and has only one letr for the two sounds 
of th, and one letr for sh and zh. This is 
simplicity with a vengence. Tho lesn I. 
only is just publisht, it is "more rapid than 
any other, and lerned in half the time," and 
with at least twenty-one out of its twenty- 
nine consonant letrs taken from Pitman. 
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the originator modestly claims ^ it is not a 
mere modification of any other system, but 
is original, etc/' We shnd jndg the author 
of it had been at one time an apt pupil of 
the ''AUen Method." 

The Stknogbaphio Times proposes to 
publish as complete a Stenografic Direct- 
ory of the United States and Canada as pos- 
ibl, and to this end asks for names of riters, 
with system nzed, etc. Such a work wnd 
be yaluable and usefnl, and we wnd yery 
much like to see it isned. Mr. Miller has 
had ttxperience in that line, having, we be- 
lieve, pnblisht the best if not the only di- 
rectory of the kind in this country.

FROM OUR LETRS. 



Mr. B. R. SHxiiOON,: under date of June 
19, givs his experience, as folos: 

About two years aire i comenct the study of 
Oraham^s System of Fonografy, belieyinfr that 
method the only one of any practical value. At 
the end of a year's study I was very much dissat- 
isfied with my attainments, the entire system 
seeminc: to be wholly unadapted to practical use. 
After much study and practice I was able to rite, 
I think, from seventy to nmety words per minute, 
but what time I saved in riting I lost in reading, 
it being next to imposibl to decifer my notes. 
Meeting, one day, with Mr. Kimball's circulars, I 
decided to giv Takigrafy an examination. I was 
so wel pleasd with it, from the first, that I changed 
from one to the other. 

Starting in with my study of Takagrafy under 
the same circumstances that I did fonografy, I 
found, in a short time, that I cud both read and 
rite it much beti . I inasterd the principles of the 
one in but a fraction of the time requird for the 
other, and in the same time reducet to practice 
a very much larger vocabulary of words. 

About four weeks ago. I came to Chicago, in- 
tending to remain under Mr. Kimball's instruction 
until I became suflciently expert to obtain a po- 
sition. After three week's instruction I secured 
a situation with Montgomery, Ward & Co., with- 
out influence of any kind, being admlted because 
of my skll In shorthand, not being very expert in 
the use of a typeriter. 

It may be true that If I had kept up my study 
in fonografy long enuf I cud rite it as rapidly 
and read it as redily ; but the plain facts show 
that I acomolisht the same ends with Takigrafy 
In at least one-third the time it wud hav requird 
with Graham's system.

The student who is to amount to much 
must be capable of subordinating the pres- 
ent to the future.

The import- 
ance of wil in study is, perhaps, seldom ap- 
preciated. Regular tasks, apointed by rec- 
ognized authority and shared with nobly 
emulus comrads, giv extremely valuable as- 
sistance. But it is uterly fatal to be pasiv, 
doing only what is required, and only be- 
cause it is required, or stird nimply by pas- 
ing emulation; the student must bring to 
bear a determind wil. You can understand 
more quickly and more thoroly if you ar ' 
really determind to understand it. You 
can remember far more redily and accur- 
ately what you distinctly intended to re- 
member wheYi it was first acquired. And 
nowhere in practical life is there greater 
need than the student has of unconquer- 
able perseverance. When a yung student 



The young man or woman who takes up 
the study of Shorthand will surely be com- 
pelled to endure the constant cry that there 
is an over-supply. To be sure there is an 

" over-supply " of shorthand writers. So is 
there an over-supply of workmen in every 
industrial pursuit, yet, people go on learn- 
ing the various trades just as though the 
cry had never been heard. The over-sup- 
ply comes from that large class who only 
do things by halves. We have all heard the 
cry of an ov^r-supply of lawyers, teachers, 
carpenters, blacksmiths, etc., yet, a good 
lawyer, teacher, or carpenter is never out 
of employment and at a loss for something 
to do. You never hear of a man who stands 
well up in his business or profession mak- 
ing any complaint of the competion which 
he may have. People who can do their part 
well are always in demand. Of course, 
there will always be poor reporters, just as 
there are poor workmen in all vocations in 
life. These will always stand in the way 
of those who can do good work; but, prove 
yourself to be deserving and you will have 
no trouble in pushing past them. The de- 
mand for competent shorthand reporters 
and typewriter operators is rapidly on the 
increase. No one can better judge of this 
increasing demand than those who have 
been for a long time engaged in supplying 
the calls for this kind of work, and these 
will invariably tell you that the demand 
has increased many hundred per cent in 
the past few years, and is likely to increase 
at the same rate in the years to come. It 
is true, that the number studying shorthand 
is proportionately large. The only effect 
of this, however, will be a demand for a 
higher standard of proficiency in those 
practicing the art. Ambitious students 
need have no fear in this direction, since 
the standard is not likely to be so high but 
that anybody with a fair amount of com- 
mon sense may reach it. 

The day may come, although we doubt 
it, when there will be an over-supply of 
good reporters, but, if ever, it is so far in 
the future that no one now living need have 
the least fear of being thus crowded.-i^om 
One Hundred Valvuahle Suggestions to Short- 
hand Writers, by SeJby A, Moran.

Last Spring, he started a soool 
of shorthand, eto., in St. Paul, but later 
was obliged to dispose of it. He was on his 
way to California to seek restoration when 
the call came that he had finisht his work 
here, and was to enter upon that of the 
hiher and betr life.

Among ten thonsand shortbMld 
riters, not more than one hundred come up 
to this speed. To aoomodote one liter in 
a hnndred all others mnst be saterers. Be- 
sides Mr. Ckipe seems to den; that there is 
any otiier field for shorthand evoept the 
repotting Qeld. Outside of its protesional 
nse it 1^ always been leoomended and 
urged for the nse of the large olasea of 
literary men, and the author of Fonografy 
has been among the first and foremost in 
urging it for general ose. Aeording to 
Ht. Cope's own ooncesions, tor which I 
thank him, for all uses except this high- 
toned eitra rapid reporting, ooneotiv vow- 
els ar ns«fnl. The argnment in their favor 
is as he says "iresitible". So it is : and it 
aplies in all its force to ninty nine out of 
evry thousand of those who ar to come 
when it is introdnoet to a larger circle. 
Mr. Cope has onwitiugly made the beat 
argument for coneotiv vowels we hav evr 
seen, wliile aiming to show their unwisdom. 
We have 10,000 amenuenses employd who 
do not need to rile over 100 words a minute, 
who hav time enuf to insert vowels where 
they ar neoesary to legibility, and iu edi- 
tion to these WB have htmdreds of thou- 
sands who need the art outside of these 
profesional clases of riters. All these per- 
sons ar tobd in their rihta in Uie art merely 
beoaus a handful of reporters need, or 
fancy that they need something briefer. 
I say fancy, for I hav so far admiled only 
for argument's sake that to use a conective 
vowel now and then did take an apreciable 
amount of time; but I am not at all sure 
that a style like the reporters style of 
Takigrafy is the slower OD this ocount. It 
has been shown that its rapidity equals 
that of any style evr publisht and that the 
los of speed resulting from this cause ia 
far les than what ia causd by the make-

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THE HISTORY OF TYPERITERS. 



Con^enst from an article In The Inland Printer 
by Mr. J. B. Ruling. 



Mr. Jas. B. Hammond of New York City 
obtaind his first patent for a typeriter in 
1880, but it is only within a year or two 
that arangements hay been made for its 
mannf acture and sale. 

(A very good idea of its apearanoe and 
claims for ezelence may be had by refer- 
ing to the cut and printed mater f oloing on 
one of onr advertising pages). The ma- 
chine is 12 inches in width, 14 inches in 
length, 6 inches hih and weis about 17 
pounds. It has 30 keys aranged in two 
banks in a circular form and prints 95 
caracters in a line eiht and three fourths 
inches in length. By the use of two shifts 
for raising the type-wheels each key is 
used to print three caracters. The type 
are aranged in three lines upon two seg- 
ments of a circle which are located in the 
turet in the center of the machine. These 
segments containing the type are turnd by 
means of the keys to bring the desired letr 
opposit a comon point at the back of the 
'turet when a blow from the hamer at the 
back of the machine makes the impresion, 
the printing being done thru a narrow inkt 
ribon. The letrs represented by the keys 
upon the riht hand side of the machine ar 
upon one of these segments; the letrs on 
the left being upon the other segment. By 
this means an absolutely perfect alinement 
at any speed is secured. One set of type 
may be taken off and another substituted 
in a few seconds of time. 

The paper cariage being open at both 
ends, paper of any desired width may 
be placet in the machine. The aparatus 
for spacing provides for four dif erent spac- 
es 'between lines. The key for making 
spaces between words is in the midl of the 
key board in the lower bank of keys. The 
two shifts are in the uper bank. With out 
either shift set the machine prints the small 



letrs. By employing the capital shift, the 
capitals and some of the punctuation marks 
are made. The second shift brings the type 
into position to print figures, fractions 
and other miscelaneus caracters. 

On order machines are made with a third 
shift ading thirty more signs to print 
from, without increasing the number of 
keys. The shifts may be lockt when set 
in position so that both hands may be uzed 
in riting if desired. Five styles of type ar 
oferd. The impresion hamr has a screw 
adjustment so as to produce more force for 
manifolding. 

The touch required for operating the 
Hammond Typeriter is a presure rather 
than a quick blow required by the type bar 
machines. 

The Herrington Typeriter was patented 
several years ago by Messrs Millison 9s 
Herrington of Wichita Eans. It was at 
first desined as a toy for the amusement 
of children but recent improvements hav 
increast its usef ulnes so that in the hands 
of older folks it wil do quite satisfactory 
work. 

The paper is inserted flat and remains 
so. The type, 46 in number, ar aranged 
alf abeticaly on a strip of ruber put in the 
machine with their faces protruding thru 
the rim of the wheel. Inside the strip, 
exposed to the operator, is a paper index, 
showing the location of the letrs at the 
printing point. Ink is held on the felt 
roller at the top of the wheel. The printing 
is ef ected by twirling the wheel around by 
the buton on the right side, until the de- 
Fired letr is at the under side, when presin^ 
down completes the work. The paper is 
pusht forward by the hand and the type- 
wheel is actuated to succesiv spaces in the 
same way. The line of printing is 8 inches 
in length. Paper may be employed up to 
10 inches wide. The whole device weis one 
pound.
